This makes 20 lives 
thought to have been lost. The property 
loss exceeds §300,000.

MEET AND LISTEN TO LAWRENCE 


DELEGATES. 


Flan Proposed by Which Resident Labor- 


ers Will be Favored by Municipalities— 
Central Labor Union Take* Action. 


The bad weather of yesterday afternoou 


affected the attendance at the meeting of 
the Central Labor union. 


Janies Atkinson, vice president of the 


Central Labor union of Lawrecce,and Mr. 
Hammerson, secretary of the executive 
committee of the strikers were present at 
tbe meeting and talked on the outlook, 
for the Washington mills strikers. 
They 


claimed ibat tne officials of Lawrence have 
lakeu sides with the mill authorities, by 
refusing to allow the strikers to parade 
on streets near the mills and always send- 
ing an unnecessary nuaiber of officers to 
escort them when they do parade. 
These 


officers and constables are ready to arrest 
any one at a moment's notice, so insulting 
are they to the men, that it is difficult to 
keep the paraders from retaliating. 


The speakers also said that the super- 


intendent of the mills claimed that even 
under the cut-down wages would be as 
high as those paid in any other mill in the 
city, under ordinary* conditions. When 
Fr. O'Keilly asked the superintendent to 
take the men to work on that agreement, 
and have the statement tested by tbe state 
board, the official said it was asking too 
much of him. The

the meeting that in the end the strikers 
will be successful. 


The union voted to assist in making a

Be it enacted, etc., as follows:— 
Section I. The keeper of an intelligenci 


office shall not receive or accept any sun: 
of money from a person seeking employ 
ment through the agency of &ucb office 
unless employment of tbe kind demandei 
is furnished. 


Section 2. If a person receiving employ 


ment through the agency of an intelligenc 
office is discharged by his emplojcr with! 
ten days from tbe time of entering ups. 
such emplojmetit, and such discharge i 
not caused by the inability, incompetenc 
or refusal of such person to perform tb 
work required, or by other fault of the per 
son employed, the keeper of such intelli 
gence office shall refund to such person o 
demand five-sixths of any sum paid to sue 
keeper by tbe employer on account of sue 
employment.

They shall also cause to b 
prepared and shall furnish to each keepe 
of a licensed intellicence office copies 
this act, printed upon cardboard in a typ 
of a size not smaller than pica, and eac 
licensee shall conspicuously post in each 
room occupied by him for the purpose of 
vich intelligence 
office, three of said 


printed copies. 


Section 4. If the keeper of an intelli- 


gence office violates any of the provisions 
of this act his licence shall lit; revoked, and 
he shall be punished by fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars, tor more than fifty 
dollars for each offence.

by the leglslai lire regarding the charge and 
payment of fees for finding employment 
for patrons: 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows:— 
Secliou 1. The keeper of un Intelligence 


office shall not receive or accept any sum 
of money from a-person seeking employ- 
ment through tbo agency of such office, 
unless employment of the kind demanded 
is furnished. 


Section 2. If a person receiving employ- 


ment through the agency of an Intelligence 
office Is discharged by his employer within 
ten days from Ihe lime of entering upaii 
such employment, and such discharge is 
not caused by llio luabllily, incompclcncy 
or refusal of such person lo perform the 
work required, or hy other fault of the per- 
son employed, tho keeper of such Inlulll- 
gencc ollico shall refund to such person on 
demand live-sixths of any sum paid lo such 
keeper by the employer on account of such 
employment. 


.Section II. 
The olllccrs of towns und 


cities charged with the duly of graining 
licenses 10 keepers of Intelligence office 
shall canno ibis acl lo be prlnied on each 
s::c!! license. They shall also cause to bo 
prepared and filiati furnish lo each keeper 
of a licensed Intelligence ollico copies of

Although the police de- 
partmeot was tsken somewhat by uur- 
priflo by. the unexpected coming of the 
party, there WBB no delay or difficulty in 
massing all tne reserves at the suburban 
station to meet them. A charge of va- 
Srimcy will ha entered against them. 
, The local law affliiiut vagrants is a 
•weeping measure. It applies to nil per- 
sons without visible means of support 
Wh6 aro destitute, likely 
to 
become 


charges upon the city, who have no vo- 
cation or means .of gaining a livelihood or 
who solicit alms. The penalty for those 
who are arraigned under che provisions 
of the act Is 90 days in the workhouse at 
hard labor, but it rests within the discre- 
tion of tlie judge to accept their promise 
to leave the oity at once, or to accept WOO 
.bonds as surety thct they will not beg or 
become public charges. 


There ia no doubt of the apnlication of

, Tho otter ia* local law which forbids 
men to congregate on the steps of any 
public at private building. 
It rests 


within the discretion of the vice presi- 
dent and speaker of the house to suspend 
the Capitol rentllatlons for any proper 
purpose, and perhaps Ooiey's agente will 
apply to them for permission to carry ont 
their prdsram.

•• Major Moore, chief of police, Bald in 
speaking of the march of Coxey; "Theso 
laws are on the statute books and we 
have no discretion but to enforce them if 
Coxey's army does arrive, unless congress 
should give them permission to congre- 
gate on the Capitol steps."

doubt he will be. met at the District 
limits, and if the numbers of Ills army 
are too great for the police to cope with 
the local militia will be called to their 
aid. What to do with the army when It 
arrives, and is token into custody, if it 
should be, is a difficult question, because 
the jails and station houses of "Washing- 
ton will not accommodate such a crowd, 


u'o simply repulse them and forbid them 


to enter the District would be to turn them 
loose on the suburban residents of Vir- 
ginia and Murylnud, and this Is »n aspect 
of the matter which gives rise to much 
uneasiness here. 


Major Atoore has .received a letter from 


the chief of police of Allegheny City, Pa , 
describing the Coxey men in most un'com- 
plinientarr terms.

BUILDING COLLAPSED. 


Toar Negroes Killed and Five Badly Iii- 


jiu-ed at Memphis. 


MEMPHIS, April 9.—The brick three- 


story building, 164 and 156 Beal street, 
collapsed yesterday. Four persons were 
killed and five were badly 
wounded. 


There are believed to be two others in the 
ruins. All the killed, injured and miss- 
ing are negroes of the lower class. 


Tho building was built in 1800 and was 


regarded as unsafe because of the in- 
ferior material used in its construction, 
aud for years water had stood in the two 
cellars. The first lloor of 158 wns occu- 
pied as a storehouse for feed by J. Wade 
& Son, the upper stories were rented to 
two negro families, all of whom escaped 
uuhurt. 


No. l.>4's first floor was vacant. The 


upper floors were cut tip into lodging 
rooms for negro women and men. Sev- 
eral hundred men have, been at work 
getting out the dead and wounded. 


PEACHED~ON .SCHOOLMATES. 


An Indian Boy llurlml From a Window 


and Killed. 


G-UTHIUE, 0. T., April 9.—At the Bap- 


tist Mission college at Wewewaka, the 
capital city of the Seminoles, there are a 
number of Indian boys and some white 
boys in the institution, ranging in age 
from 10 to 20. For some time there has 
been o bitter feeling against an Indian 
boy named Frank Short by a number of 
the other students, which was Intensified 
during the pnst week by Short reporting 
certain misdeeds of several of the boys. 


A few nights ngo, after they had retired 


in the dormitory on the third floor, three 
hoys stole to Short's cot, picked him up, 
carried him to a window, and hurled him 
to the ground. The fall injured him so 
badly that he has since died. The three 
guilty bojs have not yet bseu apnre- 
heuded.

The Matter May Be Considered in Con_ 


SfrL'S8--A Supreme Court l>f»cUion Bear- 
ing on the iaw—A Governor Cannot 
Mii7/lc the Press. 


WASHINGTON*, April 9.—Governor Till- 


ttnus's reported statement that news is not 
commerce, and that the interstate com- 
merce has nothing to do with it has di- 
rected attention to a decision rendered by 
ii majority of the supreme court in 1S77, 
bearing indirectly ou this subject. At 
that time'Chief Jnstice AVaite in deliver- 
ing the opinion of the court held "That 
since the case of Gibbons vs. Ogdon, it 
has never been doubted that a commer- 
cial intercourse is an element of com- 
merce, which comes within the regu- 
latitis power of-uonftreas." 


The question at issue arose in the case 


of the Peosacola Telegraph company vs. 
the Western Union Telegraph company; 
the former company, uhich had the ex- 
clusive ric;ht to establish and maintain 
telegraph lines in certain counties in 
Florida, soucht to enjoin the latter com- 
pany from using the ri«ht of way of the 
Pensacoln and Louisville Railway com- 
pany, which had been granted it to erect 
competing telegraph lines on account of 
the excluxiva right of tha Pensaeola Tele- 
;raph company under its charter. Upon 
the hearing a decree was passed dis- 
missing the bill, aud an appeal was taken 
to the supreme court The chief justice, 
in the course of his opinion, held as fol- 
lows: 


The Decision. 


"Both commerce and the postal service 


are placed within the powers of congress, 
because being national in their operation 
they should be under the protecting care 
of the national government. 
The powers 


thus granted are not confined to the in- 
strumentalities of commerce or the postal 
service known or in use when the con- 
stitution was adopted, but they kept pace 
with the country, and adapt, themselves 
to the new developments of time and cir- 
cumstances. 


"They extend from, the horss with its 


rider to the stage coach, and the stage 
coach to the railroad, and from the rail- 
road 
to the telegraph, as those new 


agencies are successfully brought into 
use to meet the demands of increasing 
population and wealth. They were in- 
tended for the government of the business 
which they relate, at all times and under 
all circumstances. 


"As they were entrusted to the general 


government for the good of the nation, 
it is not only the right, but the duty of 
congress to see to it that intercourse 
among the states and the transmission of 
inteiJigence are not obstructed or un- 
necessarily encumbered by state legisla- 
tion."

PEACHED ON SCHOOLMATES, 


An Indian Boy Hurled From a Window 


and Killed. 


GUTHKIE, 0. T., April 9.—At the Bap- 


tist Mission college at Wewewaka, the 
capital city of the Semiijoles, there are a 
number of Indian boys and some whits 
boys in the institution, ranging in age 
from 10 to 20 For some time there has 
been a bitter feeling against aa Indian 
boy named Frank Short by a number of 
the other students, which was intensified 
durinjc the past week by Short reporting 
certain misdeeds of several of the boys. 


A few nights ago, after they had retired 


in the dormitory on the third floor, three 
boys stole to Short's cot, picked him up, 
carried him to a window, and hurled him 
to the ground. The fall injured him so 
badly taat he has since died. The three 
guilty boys have not yet been appre- 
hended.

The Alatter May Be Considered in Con. 


grt-KS -ASupierae Court Decision Bear' 
iuj: on tho taw—A Goiernor Cannot 
MU//IC the Press. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—Governor Till- 


man's reported statement that news in not 
commerce, and that the interstate oozn- 
inerce has nothing to do with it has di- 
recttfd attention to a decision rendered by 
u majority of the supreme court in 1877, 
bearine indirectly on this subject. At 
that time Chief Justice Waite in deliver- 
ing the opinion of the court held "That 
since tho case of Gibbons vs. Ogden, it 
has never been doubted that a commer- 
cial intercourse is an element of com- 
merce, which comes within the regu- 
lating power of conferee," 


The question at issue arose in the case 


of the Pensacola Telegraph company vs. 
the Western Union Telegraph company; 
the former company, which had the ex- 
clusive right to establish and maintain 
telegraph lines in certain counties in 
Florida, souaht to enjoin the latter com- 
pany from using the riaht of way of the 
Pensacola and* Louisville Kaihvay com- 
pany, which had been granted it to erect 
competing talegraph lines on account of 
the exclusive right of the Pansacola Tele- 
graph company under its charter. Upon 
the hearing a decree was passed dis- 
missing the bill, and an appeal was ta'cen 
to the supreme court. The chief justice, 
in the course of his opinion, held as fol- 
lows: 


The Decision, 


"Both commerce and the postal service 


are placed within the powers of congress, 
because being national m their operation 
they should be under the protecting care 
of the national government. 
The powers 


thus granted are not confined to the in- 
strumentalities of commerce or the postal 
service known or in use when the con- 
stitution was adopted, but they kept pace 
with the country, and adapt themselves 
to the new developments of time and cir- 
cumstances, 
i 


"They extend from the horsa with its 


rider to the stage coach, and the stage 
coach to the railroad, and from the rail- 
road 
to the telegraph, as those new 


agencies are successfully brought into 
uee to meet the demands of increasing 
population and wealth 
They were in- 


tended for the government of the business 
which they relate, at all times and under 
all circumstances. 


"As they were entrusted to the general 


government for the good of the nation, 
it is not only the right, but the duty of 
congress to see to it that intercourse 
among the states and Jhe transmission of 
intelligence are not obstructed or un- 
necessarily encumbered by state legisla- 
tion."
